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Cover photograph: The business building of Charles A. Dockham which once stood on 
the square at the center of Gilmanton Iron Works village (photo circa 1900). 


This building was destroyed in a disastrous arson-related fire which swept the center of 
the village on May 28, 1915. The fire destroyed not only Dockham’s store, but 10 
homes, 3 other stores, the Free Will Baptist Church, the Iron Works schoolhouse and the 
old tannery building which stood on the banks of the Suncook River. In addition to a 
store, Mr. Dockham’s building also housed the Iron Works post office, the Iron Works 
library and the Gilmanton Selectmen’s office. Many Town records were lost in the fire. 


An article that appeared in the June 2, 1915 edition of the Laconia Daily Democrat 
showed how much of an impact the fire had on the Iron Works. The lead sentence in the 
article reads: “Early Friday morning, May 28" , is a date long to be remembered by our 
citizens, when our beautiful little village was fire swept, made desolate and filling our 
hearts with sadness and our eyes with floods of tears.”

STEPHEN J. GODDARD

The Town of Gilmanton dedicates the 2011 annual report to Stephen “Steve” Goddard. 


Steve was born in Valentine, Nebraska, and grew up on the family dairy farm in Orwell, 
Vermont. After graduation from the University of Vermont, he owned a series of 
construction business in Flagstaff, Arizona and Bemidji, Minnesota. Steve moved back 
to New England where he took a project management position with the engineering firm 
of Hoyle. Tanner & Associates in Manchester, New Hampshire. In 1992, Steve and his 
wife, Mary, purchased a home for their family in Gilmanton. At Town Meeting Steve 
would always identify himself as.” Steve Goddard from Poverty Corner”. 


He was a respected member of the community and served on the Town of Gilmanton 
budget committee from 1997 to 2002. Steve was an honorary lifetime member of the 
Bemidji Jaycees. He was a professional engineer in five states and instrumental in the 
design and delivery of the Exeter wastewater treatment plant, and was a key contributor 
to the Manchester-Boston Regional Airport expansion and numerous highway projects 
throughout the state. 


The Town of Gilmanton lost a valued member of its community on March 12, 2011. 


















































IN MEMORY OF ARTHUR R. (ART) BROWN 
May 29, 1924 — November 29, 2011 


A long time resident and humble man, Art moved to Gilmanton in the 1960’s. Art 
enjoyed telling stories of his life experiences to different people and children’s groups in 
town. Art enjoyed making maple syrup on his tree farm, Weathervane Maples. 


Art was a highly decorated World War II U.S. Navy Veteran. He enlisted when he was 
20 years old and served as a Gunner’s Mate aboard the USS Bullard for 3 years. Art 
joined the crew of the destroyer when it was commissioned on April 9, 1943 and stayed 
on it until discharged. His ship was one of 1,457 ships that headed to Okinawa, one of the 
major battles with Japan. Before heading to Okinawa he had already been in eight other 
battles, including the Philippines where the Japanese first used kamikaze airplanes. His 
ship received credit for 17 kills during the war. Okinawa was the most destructive battle 
for the Navy, as 34 ships were sunk and another 368 damaged. 


His ship earned a reputation for rescuing downed American pilots. He and his 
crewmembers saved 4 pilots. 


Art was a combat veteran of nine campaigns and earned nine major battle stars. 


Art always said that serving in the Navy was an exciting time of his life. “ I went in as a 
boy. I came out as a man.”

He stated, “It is a little bit different this year, and I will tell you 
why in a moment, I would like a moment of silence for all those that we lost in this town 
over the past year and there is a correction, by the way, to page 142; there was an 
omission by the State from the Bureau of Vital Statistics with regard to Robert Potter who 
passed on May 28, 2010. I'd also ask the body to recognize those who are ill and also 
recognize those who are actively serving in our military... and today I'd like to mention 
there is a tragedy of enormous proportion we are all witnessing live in Japan and I ask 
that we keep those people in our prayer with a moment of silence”. 


Mr. Sisti made announcements as to locations of displays that were set up in the hallway, 
the Girl Scouts selling cookies and the food that was available for sale by the Boy Scouts 
in the cafeteria during the course of the meeting. There is a Recycling Committee 
questionnaire...set up in the hall that they would like everyone to fill out. 


There has been a request for a secret ballot vote for the library issue, the petition is valid 
and Article #17 will be a secret ballot vote. 


“The Rules for clarity of this particular meeting is: we will vote one article at a time. If 
there are amendments requested, the amendment must be moved and seconded; there will 
be discussion on the amendment followed by an up or down vote of the amendment. As 
the amendments come forward, we will deal with them one at a time. If an amendment is 
voted in the affirmative, the Article will then be voted up or down as amended. This has 

















worked smoothly in the past when we have done it this way.” The Moderator also stated, 
“that you cannot vote at this meeting unless you have a registered voting card that was 
handed to each voter upon check-in with the Supervisors. You will not be able to vote at 
this meeting unless you are a holder of one of these cards. If you are not a registered 
voter, you must sit on the side; you cannot sit in with the voting body and cannot 
participate in the course of the meeting. Last year we had an influx of voters on the 
Library issue. This year, if we have such an influx, I will make it as clear as I can, the 
folks that are here now will have the opportunity to vote first...the folks that come in after 
will have to get to the end of the line and wait their turn to register and vote after those 
that have been here; there will be no line cutting.” “When you make a motion, or 
seconds, the Clerk asks that you clearly state your name...so that we may have an 
accurate record.” 


The Moderator read the official results of the Election on Tuesday, March 8th. 


After the results of balloting were read, Mr. Sisti recognized, Selectwoman Hatch. 
Selectwoman Hatch recognized today as being Selectwoman Betty Ann Abbott's “Last 
Hoorah”. She and Selectman Don Guarino wanted to recognize the years that Betty Ann 
has given to the Town of Gilmanton...most impressive with Betty Ann was her follow up 
on Board issues, her consistency...her involvement, commitment and follow-through in 
the construction of the Public Safety Building; and as Selectperson, her dedication and 
hard work. Selectwomen Hatch also recognized Betty Ann and her husband, Nate (who 
helped) with the gardening at the Gilmanton Public Safety Building in which they planted 
500 daffodils. To show many thanks for Betty Ann’s services, they were sending her off 
with a Cole’s Gardening gift certificate. “Thank you, Betty Ann”’.

Mr. Barry Howland, spoke in praise of the disclosure of funds listed...the GYRL supplies 
a wonderful service to the town...we need to straighten this out so that the Town is not 
divided...Holly Nimirowski speaks in favor of the amendment...siting praises of personal 
use of the libraries but due to personal hardships and financially difficult economic times 
for many in town could not support the full amount...asks GYRL to make 
due...amendment is a wonderful compromise in bridging the gap...Elizabeth Strauss 
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spoke to the positive services of the library...John Dickey on budget committee for 
GYRL...would not be able to supply the level of services...asks to defeat the

Steve Latici stated, “This request comes from Rocky Pond every 
year...there needs to be an Association from multi towns, Rocky Pond Association needs 
to acquire funds through membership dues...Rocky Pond needs to collect from property 
owners...This is why the budget committee did not support this...”’ Stephen Goddard 
“...this is dealing with a small amount of money here...Selectmen recommended, why...is 
it just Rocky Pond or is it other bodies of water in Gilmanton?” Selectwomen Abbott 
“...Selectmen did not recommend last year; but got overwhelming sense that the body 
wanted to fund it so this year we supported what was asked for when the Rocky Pond 
Association came and asked for the figure at a meeting. We did make the wording such 
that it could be used for any pond in Town that has a problem. So far the only one that 
has a problem with milfoil is Rocky Pond...that we're aware of...” Betty Ann stated, “In 
the budget process the last two years, Mr. Latici’s arguments were pretty compelling...

take care of the problems that were described; why should this be a problem of the Town 
if it is part of what the State is responsible for or the people that use this pond?...” 


Amendment #1: Thomas Howe moved to amend Article #31 to add the existing 
wording the following phrase; “contingent upon completion of the treatment and 
submission of a request for reimbursement to the Town”; seconded by 


At approximately 12:45 p.m., the Moderator asks the body to clear the gymnasium when 
one of our resident's, Stephen Goddard, collapsed. Mr. Sisti asked for everyone to exit to 
the Cafeteria so that emergency personnel can to do their job. They will be called back 
when the emergency is cleared. 


At approximately 1:20 p.m. Before the Moderator continued with Article #31, Mr. Sisti 
asks the body to bow their heads with thoughts and/or in prayer for Mr. Goddard...the 
Moderator thanked the body for the moment of silence and for the respect shown, he then 
redirected the body back to Article #31. 


Thomas Howe withdraws Amendment #1 “...Having some sense that may be

Nanci Mitchell states that, “This problem is just in Rocky Pond. It is the only one with 
milfoil at the current time...it only takes a bird to land in that milfoil and to spread it to 
other ponds and lakes...”’

Donald 
Guarino spoke in support of this article's passage “...the method to remove milfoil costs 
thousands of dollars...”

for the first year which start in June will be $3,879.51..."’ Duncan Geddes inquires as to 
whether or not the Non Capital Building Maintenance Fund could be used to fund this? 
Nate Abbott responded, “...This fund is for all buildings in the Town of Gilmanton for 
repairs...$3,750 of the $5,000 for this fund has already been used to replace the furnace 
at the Highway Garage...”

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BUILDING INSPECTOR 
CODE ENFORCEMENT/HEALTH OFFICER 


In 2011 the Building Department issued 195 permits and reviewed 34 septic designs. 
Four new single-family dwellings permits were issued. There were 22 permits that were 
renewed for purposes ranging from single-family dwelling to deck construction. Other 
permits issued were as follows: renovations — 19, electrical - 31, outbuildings/garages - 
24, demolition - 4, porches/decks — 12, pools - 5, signs - 2, additions - 4, plumbing — 3, 
gas related - 42, heat/oil burner — 23, cell tower - 1. The total number of permits issued 
were about the same as last year. 


Also this year about ten health inspections were made for daycare and foster care. 


In addition to issuing & keeping track of permits, and making inspections, the 
department devotes many hours to reviewing projects with current & prospective 
property owners, and consulting with property owners, appraisers, realtors, & potential 
owners. 


The purpose of the Building & Fire codes is to protect public health and safety, to secure 
that end consultations and inspections are performed for the Selectmen, Historic District 
Commission, Zoning Board, & Planning Board. Please help us by insuring that you get 
permits and inspections on all work performed.

for their continued support and compliance with Town Ordinances, Regulations, Fire 
Codes, and Building Codes.

The Gilmanton Conservation Commission (GCC) was established in 1966 for the proper use and 
protection of the Town’s natural resources, and for the protection of its watershed resources. As 
the Town has grown in population, so has the task of the GCC. It is our given mission to work 
towards conserving the natural resources that serve the health and well-being of the residents of 
Gilmanton. We serve this mission through a diverse suite of activities including: education, land 
conservation, land stewardship, and advisement to both state departments and local boards. 


Land Conservation 

Land protection and proper land stewardship are critical to the protection of our natural resources 
and the preservation of the rural atmosphere that is important to the Town’s residents. The Town 
owns or holds conservation easements on approximately eighty-four lots, half of which are less 
than an acre in size. During 2011, the Town was fortunate to receive three gifts of land from 
Paula L. Gilman, Andrew J. Bartlett, and Anne M. Bartlett. 


Paula Gilman graciously donated a 49.14-acre easement on her family property known as 
Fernwood Farm. This property provides for the conservation of significant agricultural, forestry, 
and diverse wildlife values. Paula has worked tirelessly to restore a portion of the previous farm 
fields. Significant features on the property include at least two vernal pools, an abandoned 
beaver pond, deer wintering habitat, and at least six acres of grasslands, an increasingly 
uncommon habitat in New Hampshire. From a landscape perspective, the easement also 
enhances and enlarges 290.5 contiguous acres of nearby conservation lands. From a local 
perspective, the property clearly enhances the scenic enjoyment for the public and serves to 
maintain the rural character of our community. 


At the end of 2011, Andrew and Anne Bartlett generously donated a combined 155.2-acre 
conservation easement on Griffin and Lougee Road. The conservation area consists of two 
parcels collectively known as the Andrew J. and Anne M. Bartlett Family Forest. The 116.2 
parcel located on Lougee Road protects the property for outdoor recreation, education, and 
scenic enjoyment of the public. In addition to outdoor recreation, the property protects diverse 
natural features including wetlands, mature forest, a beaver pond, and deer wintering habitat. By 
protecting the quality of surface water on the property, the easement protects a portion of the 
headwaters of both the Soucook River and the Upper Suncook River. 


In early 2011, the Town of Gilmanton also purchased the remaining half interest in the property 
known as the Bacon parcel on Pine Circle. This purchase was made to protect significant water 
resources. The parcel abuts the highest yielding aquifer in Gilmanton, and abuts the “Drinking 
Water Resources” lot on Pine Circle that was designated by vote of the 2005 Town Meeting. 


The Gilmanton Conservation Commission sincerely appreciates all of the time and investment 
committed by Paul Gilman, Andrew Bartlett, and Anne Bartlett. Without their personal and 
extensive commitments to conservation, these significant easements would not have been 
possible. The establishment of these easements was also a direct result of the devoted and 
selfless efforts of Nanci Mitchell, our previous Chair. Her commitment to conservation, through 
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landowner assistance, literally added roughly 200 acres of conserved land to our town in 2011 
alone. 


As part of our conservation efforts, the GCC collaborates with other land protection groups and 
organizations such as the Gilmanton Land Trust, the Society for the Protection of New 
Hampshire Forests (SPNHF), Five Rivers Conservation Trust (SRCT) and the Belknap Range 
Conservation Coalition (BRCC). The Commission thanks these organizations and their generous 
donors for working to keep Gilmanton a special place. 


Education 

Education remains as an important goal of the Conservation Commission. During 2011, the 
GCC co-sponsored a presentation by Harry Vogel of the Loon Preservation Committee titled 
“Protecting Our Loons in Our Lakes.” This program was well received at the library and will 
likely be sponsored again in the future. 


As part of public outreach, the Conservation Commission hosted a snowshoe hike at the Ella 
Stroud Memorial Forest. At this walk, participants were able to meet the family of the late Ella 
Stroud and enjoy a quiet moment among black gum trees. A trail map of the Ella Stroud 
Memorial Forest is available on the Town of Gilmanton website. 


Land Stewardship 

In 2011, the Conservation Commission began additional review of the Thompson Town Forest. 
With the assistance of our Town Forester, we anticipate conducting a timber harvest on the forest 
during 2012. The overriding goals of the work will be to improve the quality of wood within the 
forest, as well as manage and improve wildlife habitats. 


In addition to regular stewardship, the Town is tasked with overseeing all of the conservation 
lands for which it is responsible. This means that all parcels must be routinely monitored. The 
following parcels were monitored in 2011 with the help of volunteers: Halls Hill Swamp, the 
Mcdonough lot, the Bingham Farm Conservation Area, the Ella Stroud Memorial Forest, the 
Thompson Town Forest, the Valley Shores Conservation Area, the Cogswell Mountain 
Conservation Area, the Beaver Woods Nature Reserve, and numerous small lots around 
Shellcamp Pond. 


To assist with the development of geographic information system (GIS) overlays and prepare 
Natural Resource maps, the GCC acquired ArcView in 2011. This computer program allows the 
GCC to maintain updated natural resource maps by utilizing existing volunteer labor. ArcView 
will also allow the GCC to continue to prepare trail maps and other educational materials for the 
public. 


Advisement 

Similar to many other Conservation Commissions, the GCC is an active participant in the 
wetland permitting process. The GCC is responsible for reviewing wetland applications 
submitted to the NH Department of Environmental Services (DES) and providing comments 
when necessary. As part of this process, the Commission reviews submittals and conducts a 
field inspection for many Permit-by-Notification, Minimum Impact, and Standard Dredge and 
Fill applications in order to prepare comments to the DES. The GCC also responds to 
complaints, concerns, and questions regarding wetlands, shoreland protection, and the permitting 
process from Town residents. It is the Commission’s strong preference to assist with the 
permitting process when requested, rather than file a complaint form with DES. As a result, 
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please feel free to contact the GCC should you have any questions about navigating what can be 
a confusing process. 


In addition to the above activities, members of the GCC also function in an advisory role to the 
Planning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, and Board of Selectmen. Most subdivision and 
site plan applications are reviewed by the GCC and any recommendations regarding natural 
resources are communicated to the Planning Board. The GCC meets with the Board of 
Selectmen to discuss matters of mutual concern as necessary. 


In 2011, the Gilmanton Conservation was also invited to serve on the Suncook River Nomination 
Committee. This process is ongoing and public participation 1s encouraged. Rivers that are 
reviewed through the public nomination process and subsequently designated become protected 
under the provisions of the Rivers Management and Protection Program (RMPP). The 
Department of Environmental Services administers the RMPP and local citizens are invited to 
represent their communities on river advisory committees. 


From its headwaters in Crystal Lake to its confluence with the Merrimack River, the Suncook ts a 
dynamic river system possessing many resources vital to local communities. The river has shaped 
patterns of settlement in the area. Several hydroelectric dams operate along the Suncook, and three 
towns depend upon aquifers adjacent to the river for public water supplies. Paddlers, anglers, hikers, 
and wildlife watchers use the river recreationally. It also provides a habitat corridor for wildlife. 


Since 2010, local officials and emergency management personnel in the five lower Suncook 
communities (Allenstown, Chichester, Epsom, Pembroke, and Pittsfield) have been working 
together as the Suncook River Community Planning Team to promote regional hazard mitigation 
and resource planning along the Suncook River. This group identified a need for continued regional 
communication and cooperation on a variety of matters relating to the River. 


One of the Community Planning Team’s recommended actions is nomination of the Suncook River 
for designation into the NH Rivers Management and Protection Program (RMPP), which was 
established by the State in 1988 under RSA 483. Designation of a river into the RMPP results in the 
formation of a Local Advisory Committee (LAC) composed of volunteer community 
representatives. This committee 1s charged with the task of developing and implementing a river 
corridor management plan. The LAC 1s also given the opportunity to comment on federal, state, and 
local permit applications within the corridor. 


In October 2011, a Suncook River Nomination Committee was formed by locally-designated 
representatives from each of the seven Suncook River communities (Allenstown, Barnstead, 
Chichester, Epsom, Gilmanton, Pembroke, and Pittsfield). The Nomination Committee held several 
meetings to learn more about the RMPP and its nominating process, identify local concerns, and 
discuss outreach. Meeting facilitation and technical support was provided by Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) and Lakes Region Planning Commission 
(LRPC), as well as NH Department of Environmental Services (NHDES) staff. The RPCs will 
coordinate the nomination process in 2012 with the support of a Clean Water Act Section 604(b) 
Water Quality Planning grant through NHDES. 


The Suncook River represents an important regional resource whose water quality, quantity, and 
flow directly affect residents and users throughout the region. Designation would provide statewide 
recognition and opportunities for regional river management. For the Town of Gilmanton, the 
designation of the Suncook River into the RMPP would have the following benefits: 
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@ Designation would allow the Town to formally coordinate on flooding issues and partner on 
mitigation strategies. 

e <A Local Advisory Committee would be able to provide input on development occurring 
along the Suncook River. 


e Grant applications for projects along the Suncook River would be strengthened with a 
formal regional Committee’s support. 


e A River Corridor Management Plan could advocate for protection of natural, historical, and 
recreational features along the entire length of the Suncook River. 


Designation of a river into the Rivers Management and Protection Program does not affect local 
land use control authority. It does put in place special protections related to the establishment of 
new dams, hydroelectric facilities, landfills, hazardous waste facilities, and the agricultural application 
of sludge within the river corridor. Regardless of designation, in stream flow levels may in the future 
be protected to ensure adequate water flow for all users; these levels would be set on a case-by-case 
basis with substantial public input. 


A Public Information Meeting was held on December 8, 2011 at the Chichester Grange Hall. The 
Nomination Committee will continue to meet on a monthly basis during the first half of 2012 to 
develop and review the nomination proposal. There will be a second Public Meeting to review the 
nomination proposal on Wednesday, April 18, 2012. The Nomination Committee seeks community 
input and support for the nomination throughout the process.

Your Gilmanton Fire Department answered 447 calls in 2011, 185 Fire calls, 196 Medical calls, 
35 Motor vehicle accidents and 25 service calls. As Department head I would like to thank the 
community for the support you provide our department. Having served this department for over 
30 years, and having been sworn in as your fulltime Fire Chief in April of 2011, I can say I have 
never been prouder of our organization. Our current staff of fulltime and call personnel is 
working hard to ensure that you receive the very best in emergency care. They are training on a 
regular basis and continually work to develop skills. 


2011 was a busy year for the Gilmanton Fire Department, we saw the acquisition of a new 
ambulance 9A2 and new Tanker 9T2.The new vehicles were part of our capital improvement 
plan and replaced vehicles that had served for many years. Both these pieces of equipment 
respond out of the public safety building located in the Corners district. 


Our department had a very successful Fire prevention week at the Gilmanton School. All 
classes were visited with age appropriate programs. 2011 also saw the installation of four new 
dry hydrants in town. Two located on Crystal Lake, one on Loon Pond and one on Manning lake. 
These new hydrants will help the Fire Department provide adequate water supply in those areas. 


The Gilmanton Fire Department consists of 4 fulltime employees that cover staffing from 7a-7p 
Monday-Saturday, All other hours our covered by our dedicated call personnel. All of our call 
employees have been State certified in either the Fire or EMS field, and in many cases our call 
personnel are certified in both disciplines. This is requires a tremendous effort on their part. 
They are a dedicated group of individuals that stand ready to serve. 


This year we will be looking to replace our 9 Ambulance | this unit is 11 years old; it has served 
the community well. With the use our Ambulances receive, the expected life span of the units is 
ten years. We will be looking for the community to support a five year lease option for the 
acquisition of this new unit. The first year payment for this unit 1s currently available through our 
Ambulance replacement fund. 

As we move into 2012 we look forward to serving you in a prompt and professional manner. If 
the need arises please remember to dial 911 any time of day or night.

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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State 
law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271- 
2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Both in terms of the number of fires, as well as the number of acres burned, this past fire season 
was the smallest since records have been kept. Extensive rainfall virtually all season long kept 
the fire danger down. When fires did start they were kept very small. The largest fire for the 
season was only 5.4 acres which occurred in Littleton on May 2nd 2011. There was however a 
small window of high fire danger in the northern third of the state during July when little rainfall 
was recorded. During this time there were a number of lightning started fires which are fairly 
unusual in New Hampshire. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget 
constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III 
or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts 
are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by contracted aircraft 
and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2011 season threatened 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should 
take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include 
keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green 
space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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GILMANTON PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board continued to experience diminished activity for 2011, processing 
only 11 applications. The majority of these applications were site plan applications. The 
remaining time was spent addressing our regulations and assessing the town’s ability to 
meet the need of workforce housing as mandated by the state. 


The growth in Gilmanton has slowed considerably due to the current economic 
circumstances. The Planning Board took advantage of the lull in activities and rewrote 
and updated the subdivision regulations. This process will benefit the board and the 
community since the format and the regulations has been updated to reflect current state 
and federal requirements as well as the community’s perspective. The town passed the 
Aquifer Protection Overlay District last March which the Board, in concert with the 
Conservation Commission, proposed. It was a much needed step forward for the 
protection of the significant aquifer resources in our community. The Planning Board 
continues to coordinate with the Conservation Commission on a regular basis and also 
coordinates with the Budget Committee and all the town departments on our Capital 
Planning and budgets. | 


In the upcoming year, the Board will assess additional sections of the planning 
regulations and policies. There are currently vacancies on the Board for two alternates. If 
you are interested in serving the community in this capacity, please forward your letter of 
interest to the Board of Selectmen. 


The Planning Board meets regularly on the second Thursday of each month at 7 p.m. in 
the downstairs Conference Room at the Academy. The public is welcome to attend. 
Agendas are published in The Laconia Daily Sun, posted at both Post Offices and on the 
Town website at www.gilmantonnh.org. Please contact the Planning Office at 267-6700 
if you have any questions or wish to be placed on the agenda.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN CLERK/TAX COLLECTOR 


The office of the Town Clerk/Tax Collector is responsible for planning, organizing and directing 
the daily combination of two official functions of Town Government. It is our goal to provide citizens 
with accurate and vital information, as well as an accurate accounting of the revenues collected for both 


offices. 


We report to the Department of Safety: Division of Motor Vehicles, Title Bureau, Financial 
Responsibility, Department of Fish & Game and our local and state Department of Enforcement. We are 
also accountable to the Vital Records Bureau, Secretary of State’s Office, Attorney General’s Office, 
Department of Revenue Administration and the New Hampshire Municipal Association Local 
Government Center (LGC). 


The Town Clerk’s job function includes a vast number of responsibilities. Our busiest function is 
that of registering and titling motor vehicles. In 2011 we processed approximately 5,911 vehicle 
registrations; an increase of 76 registrations from last year, but realized a decrease in revenues of 
approximately $3,680 as compared to the decrease of $4,169 from 2009 to 2010. More non-titled 
vehicles were registered in 2011 as compared to the previous year. The Town Clerk’s revenues for the 
Town, overall, decreased by approximately $2,266 from 2010. As of July 1, 2011 the State did away with 
the surcharge fee implemented in 2010 on motor vehicles. Through Fish & Game sales, the town receives 
$3.00 for each OHRV we register and $1.00 for each type of hunting/fishing license that we issue. As of 
September 1, 2011, the Town Clerk’s office took over the issuance of recycling decals and the collection 
of the $3.00 fee. The new decals will expire every two years so the orange decals being issued expire 
December 31, 2013. Mid July also marked the usage of Credit Cards over-the-counter in the Clerk’s 
office. You may also prepay online using electronic registration for disposal of items at the 
Transfer/Recycle Center. 


The State of New Hampshire titles vehicles for 15 years. Starting January 1, 2011, titling of 
vehicles will be from 1998 to present. For (new to you) non-titled vehicles you must present a bill of 


sale with one of the following MUA AdEhd: documents: a copy of the previous owner’s New Hampshire 
registration; or the previous owner’s Title/Certificate of Origin; or a TDMV19A VIN Verification 
form. 


Our office has been online with the Department of Safety, Division of Motor Vehicles MAAP 
program for a number of years. Being online has enabled our office to process vehicles up to 26,000 
GVWR, renew late vehicles (more than 90 days past due) as well as issue vanity and conservation plates 
and the new State Park Plates. Duplicate registrations, 30-day permits (i.e. for those snowbirds who have 
their registered vehicle out-of-state but not inspected and need to come home to NH with the vehicle) and 
48-hour permits for uninspected motor vehicles (1.e. you weren’t sure if you were going to reregister or 
keep a vehicle and now it’s late with the renewal and needs to be inspected) are processed through the 
Clerk’s office. These permits allow you to get from where the vehicle is garaged to the inspection station 
within the timeframe of the issued permits; as on-line agents we can process transfers of leased vehicles 
as well and to do transfers for surviving spouses. The usage of E-Reg (renewing your registration 
electronically on-line) continues to increase. In 2011 460 EREG vehicles were processed electronically. 
All registrants receive a courtesy renewal letter which can be processed electronically, by mail, or if you 
choose to come in for your annual visit to the Clerk’s office! Whichever method you choose, we strive to 
process your transaction in a timely and courteous manner enabling us to make 1t more convenient in the 
processing of residents’ vehicles, motorcycles, trailers, etc. We are on a waiting list with the Department 
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of Safety — Boat Registrations, to be added on as agents to process boat registrations. The timeframe this 
should initiate will be towards the end of 2012 or beginning of 2013. 


You may get current information for all Town departments, boards, committees, minutes, 
agendas, organizations, community events, etc. on the Town’s website: www.gilmantonnh.org. Most 
departments maintain the information on their page of the website. If you have any questions, 
suggestions, or comments, please let us know. 


The Town Clerk serves as custodian of town records and their preservation. Gilmanton vital 
records go back only to 1859 on most of the records due to a fire in the early 1900’s in which records 
were destroyed. The Town of Belmont holds some Gilmanton’s vital records stored in their possession 
(from when their town was part of Gilmanton). If you are doing genealogy and would like to search pre- 
1859 records, you may go to the Town of Belmont to research Gilmanton vital records dating back to 
1742. Record restoration and preservation is tedious and time-consuming but well worth the time and the 
effort to have properly stored and catalogued historical town records to be available for research of our 
past generations for many years to come. This year we were able to restore two volumes of original 
Town Records of Selectmen’s minutes from 1967 -- 1971 and Town Meetings and Elections from 1980 - 
1998 and also had them imaged to 35mm security film. 


The Clerk records: Utility Pole Permits; Articles of Agreement (filings for non-profit); Oaths of 
Office and Appointments; Sheriff's writs; IRS and other lien attachments; and State of New Hampshire 
Wetlands Applications. The Town Clerk is also responsible for the planning, organizing and directing of 
all town, state and federal elections. Accepting filings for town and state office, in addition to preparing 
and arranging to have town ballots printed for the town elected officials as well as any zoning/planning 
questions and petitioned articles specifically directed by RSA to be on the official ballot. The Clerk 
serves as an election official at the polls; preparing and handling absentee ballots; assisting the Moderator 
with official election tallying and official election results; and the recording and reporting of the same 
with the Secretary of State’s Office and the local and AP networks. Our office also provides Notary and 
Justice of the Peace service to our residents. 


The Secretary of State’s Office deployed the Help America Vote Act (HAVA), working with the 
towns and cities to create a statewide voter registration database. The Secretary of State Office’s big 
project, implemented in 2006, and ts the statewide voter registration system utilized for the State Primary 
and State General Elections. Each town received a fax machine/phone/headset for disabled voters, 
ensuring compliance with HAVA. The ElectioNet system enables election officials to verify new 
registrations and check for duplicate voter registrations elsewhere in the state’s system. Local officials 
control all voter registration; HAVA requires the storage of an electronic record of each voter in a 
computer system managed at the state level. 


In addition, this office 1s responsible for the recording and preparation of data and documentation 
for marriage licenses and in the event of the occasional home birth, the Clerk prepares the birth 
certificate. We are using the Office of the Secretary of States, Vital Records Bureau Internet program, 
NHVRIN. This means that we now provide the service of printing certificates for Birth (1983 -- present); 
Death (1990 — present): Marriage (1989 ~ present); Divorce from (1990 to present* - *within six months 


of the search date); Civil Unions (2008 to 2009) and Civil Dissolutions (2008 * - *within six months of 


the search date). This is an important function, provided in the Clerk’s office. We are responsible for 
preparation, certification, issuance and filing of vital statistics copies (marriage. births, deaths. divorce, 
civil unions and dissolutions) in accordance with state law. 


We thank all those with dogs for remembering to annually license their dog(s). Dog licenses are 
: ae eet : = . a : . ‘ 
required April 30" of every year. In February of 2012 dog tags will be available! If vour dogts) rabies 
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shots are current, come in and register your dog(s), or you may renew online or by mail! We average 
issuing approximately Twelve Hundred dog tags per year! Please remember that in accordance with RSA 
466:1, you must have your dog(s) registered on an annual basis by April 30". As per RSA 466:7 & RSA 
466:13- 14, fines will be accrued as of June Ist. Civil Forfeitures are issued in July. Suggestion to help 
remember: place a picture of your dog(s) on your calendar in the month of April as a reminder! More 
information as to the fees and laws for dog licensing can be found on the Town Website. 


The Tax Collector is responsible for accepting warrants and collecting revenue for property, yield 
tax (timber), excavation gravel taxes, and current use (land use change) penalties. Records for the 
collection of taxes are kept in a format set by the Department of Revenue and are remitted to the Town 
Treasurer on a weekly basis for all taxes due and all revenues collected, abated and refunded. We also 
report uncollected taxes, and manage the process of setting the dates for carrying out the tax lien and tax 
deed processes, making the proper recordings with the Registry of Deeds as required by RSA’s in the tax 
procedure laws. Our work requires interoffice communication with the Assessing Department in regard to 
property changes. Other duties include responding to inquiries from banks, tax service companies, 
mortgage companies, attorney’s offices and the general public. 


Electronic tax payments were updated in 2011 to include payments online using Interware 
Development Corporation out of Mt. Vernon, NH as well as over the counter credit card payments. 
Online usage enables taxpayers to pay their taxes by ACH (direct payment via your checking or savings 
account for a minimal fee of $1.50). MasterCard, Visa, Discover and American Express credit cards can 
be used to pay real estate taxes. Credit card fees are passed on to the user and are currently 2.95% of the 
real estate’s total bill. 


Annual workshops and conferences, sponsored by NHTCA and the NHCTCA (New Hampshire 
Tax Collectors & City and Town Clerks Association) and DRA (Department of Revenue) as well as LGC 
(Local Government Center), allow the Town Clerk/Tax Collector to learn the town clerk and tax 
collecting processes and to stay current with any changes in laws and procedures. Attending such 
conferences, classes and workshops is important, not only for learning changes and modifications to laws 
and procedures and receiving legislative updates in maintaining our certification, but also for networking 
with collectors and clerks from other cities and towns, who then become part of our “support system”. I 
hold the position of the Treasurer on the Executive Board of the New Hampshire City and Town Clerks 
Association. The duties and functions of the Executive Board include planning education of classes, 
workshops, conferences, as well as monitoring and testifying on legislative bills, which will impact our 
municipalities. I also sit as Belknap County Coordinator for the New Hampshire Tax Collectors 
Association, conducting annual educational meetings for our County Tax Collectors to address legislative 
changes as well as duties and responsibilities with the Tax Collectors for Belknap County. 


This office strives to provide all services to the residents and taxpayers of our community in an 


efficient, caring, professional and courteous manner. Our best wishes to you all for a healthy and 
prosperous 2012.

We are happy to report to all member communities that 2011 marked our twenty second 
complete year of successful operations. Some items of interest follow: 


The 2012 budget reflects a tipping fee of $66.80 per ton. The 2012 tipping fee is the 
same as in 2011. A larger portion of reserves was applied to this year’s budget to 
maintain a level tipping fee 


A total of 91,065 tons of Co-op waste was delivered to the Wheelabrator facility this 
year. This represents a decrease of 7,800 tons from 2010. 


A total of 66,172 tons of ash were delivered to the Franklin ash monofill for disposal. The 
ash landfill continues to operate very well. Phase V Stage Ill is being filled at this time. 
Phase V will provide ash disposal capacity through 2014. 


The Joint Board continues to finalize the building of a single stream recycling facility to 
improve recycling rates and offset the increased tipping fees. The Co-op has contacted 
many communities in an effort to determine interest in joining with the Co-op in this 

effort. To date nearly thirty NH communities have shown interest in joining with the Co-

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Zoning Board of Adjustment Report - 2011 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment had a very different year in 2010. We would like to take this time to 
express our sincere gratitude to Annette Andreozzi , our Administrative Assistant, who helped this board 
with her information and knowledge of the process of the applications. 


Board members -Ron Labelle and |, along with Annette Andreozzi, attended the Municipal Law Series 
classes held in Meredith, NH this year to keep us informed of the nuances of the planning and zoning 
laws that affect us all here in NH. | also attended the annual Local Government Center two day sessions 
held in Manchester, NH that again provided much more information on various subjects pertinent to 


zoning issues. 


Our caseload was increased this year as we had twenty-six cases (26) before our board. Board members 
take time to evaluate all the cases on their merits and treat each one separately based on the different 
concerns posed with each application. It is not an easy job to either approve or deny an applicant 
wanting to use their property in ways that do not “fit” into the zoning ordinance. There were five (5) 
cases looking for relief with a Special Exception; three (3) cases looking for relief from an Administrative 
decision; six(6) cases looking for relief on Appeals from Administrative decisions; and twelve (12) cases 
looking for approval through a Variance. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment meets on the third Thursday of each month at 7PM at the Academy 
building. Our meetings are all open to the public. Zoning cases are interesting and sometimes very 
complicated. Comments from abutters and concerned town citizens are always very instructive in all 
cases. 


As chairman, | would like to take this time to thank all board members for their hard work and 
dedication to this board throughout the year. Their commitment to serve their community in this 
volunteer capacity is absolutely unsurpassed! 


| would like to take this time to thank Carolyn Baldwin and Wayne Gray for their time as they served as 
a full and also an Alternate member on this board. They provided insight into cases and questions of 
applicants that helped with the solution of many cases.

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Section 674:39-aa 


674:39-aa Restoration of Involuntarily Merged Lots. — 

I. In this section: 

(a) "Involuntary merger" and "involuntarily merged" mean lots merged by municipal action 
for zoning, assessing, or taxation purposes without the consent of the owner. 

(b) "Owner" means the person or entity that holds legal title to the lots in question, even if 
such person or entity did not hold legal title at the time of the involuntary merger. 

(c) "Voluntary merger" and "voluntarily merged" mean a merger under RSA 674:39-a, or 
any overt action or conduct that indicates an owner regarded said lots as merged such as, but not 
limited to, abandoning a lot line. 

II. Lots or parcels that were involuntarily merged prior to September 18, 2010 by a city, town, 
county, village district, or any other municipality, shall at the request of the owner, be restored to 
their premerger status and all zoning and tax maps shall be updated to identify the premerger 
boundaries of said lots or parcels as recorded at the appropriate registry of deeds, provided: 

(a) The request is submitted to the governing body prior to December 31, 2016. 

(b) No owner in the chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots. If any owner in the 
chain of title voluntarily merged his or her lots, then all subsequent owners shall be estopped 
from requesting restoration. The municipality shall have the burden of proof to show that any 
previous owner voluntarily merged his or her lots. 

III. All decisions of the governing body may be appealed in accordance with the provisions of 
RSA 676. 

IV. Any municipality may adopt local ordinances, including ordinances enacted prior to the 
effective date of this section, to restore previously merged properties that are less restrictive than 
the provisions in paragraph I and II. 

__\. The restoration of the lots to their premerger status shall not be deemed to cure any non- 
conformity with existing local land use ordinances. 

VI. Municipalities shall post a notice informing residents that any involuntarily merged lots 
may be restored to premerger status upon the owner's request. Such notice shall be posted in a 
public place no later than January 1, 2012 and shall remain posted through December 31, 2016. 
Each municipality shall also publish the same or similar notice in its 2011 through 2015 annual 
reports.

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The American Red Cross staff and volunteers provide support and relief after a disaster; 
emergency preparedness training; courses in health and safety; blood drives; volunteer and 
youth leadership opportunities; and aid to military families. 


All Red Cross assistance is free to disaster victims. The Red Cross is a non-profit organization 
that receives no annual federal funding. 


In fiscal year 2011*, the American Red Cross was active throughout the state of New 
Hampshire. 


Disaster Services: 


Red Cross-trained volunteers make up the New Hampshire Disaster Action Teams, which 
responds to disasters in Gilmanton and towns throughout the state. This disaster action 
team is a group of volunteers who are specially trained to provide disaster relief and 
emotional comfort. They are available to respond at any time of day or night to disasters in 
their communities and surrounding towns. 


Fortunately there were no home fires or other local disasters last year in Gilmanton that 
required Red Cross assistance. Red Cross disaster volunteers throughout New Hampshire 
worked with 171 disaster cases, helping a total of 757 people; that is an average of more 
than three disasters a week. Most local disasters were residential fires. 


Medical Careers Training: 


Because of the training and/or testing through the Red Cross LNA training program in New 
Hampshire, 454 Licensed Nurse Assistants and 104 Phlebotomists (those who draw 
blood) entered the healthcare field last year. One Gilmanton resident was trained as a Red 
Cross Phlebotomist and two residents became Red Cross certified LNAs. 


Health and Safety Classes: 


The Red Cross focuses on safety and prevention through our many training courses, such 
as Adult, Infant, and Child CPR, AED training, First Aid, water safety, disaster training, first 
responder, and Babysitter’s Skills. In all, we impart hope and confidence along with skill and 
knowledge. Throughout New Hampshire, there were 4,548 Health and Safety classes that 
trained 33,561 enrollees. The Red Cross partnered with Bethany Bilodeau Vocational 
Services, Camp Bernadette, and Camp Fatima, all of which are in Gilmanton, to train 11 
individuals in Bloodborne Pathogens, 55 in CPR and AED, 6 in First Aid and 6 in Waterfront 
Lifeguarding.

Last year, there were 1,348 blood drives in NH area that collected 67,265 units of life- 
saving blood, with two blood drives in Gilmanton. NH hospitals depend on the American 
Red Cross for their blood supplies.

2011 Annual Report 


The Belknap Range Conservation Coalition (BRCC) is a non-profit organization whose mission 
is to promote the conservation of open space, responsible stewardship, and low impact public 
enjoyment of scenic, natural, recreational and historical resources of the Belknap Mountain 
Range. Participating members include individuals from the project area towns of Alton, 
Belmont, Gilford and Gilmanton as well as dedicated individuals such as Dave Roberts who share 
an avid interest in the many resources that the Belknap Range provides. Conservation 
organizations with participating members include: UNH Cooperative Extension; Society for the 
Protection of NH Forests; Lakes Region Conservation Trust; Belknap County Sportsmen’s 
Association; Gilmanton Land Trust; Lakes Region Planning Commission and the Belknap 
County Conservation District. The towns of Pittsfield and Barnstead have also supported the 
BRCC with memberships. 


Along with working to protect the large unfragmented block of land encompassing the Belknap 
Mountain Range, the BRCC also educates the public about the significance of the resources of the 
Belknap Mountain Range; develops, promotes, and implements methods and strategies for 
ensuring the long-term protection and responsible stewardship of these resources; and promotes 
opportunities for low impact public enjoyment and recreation. 


The BRCC strives to facilitate cooperation and communication among conservation 
organizations, municipalities, other governmental entities and area landowners, and helps 
coalition members secure funding, technical assistance and other resources for carrying out 
programs in support of this mission. 


During the year, the Directors met monthly at the Gilman Museum in Alton. The monthly 
meetings offer important opportunities for members to share information about parcels within the 
focus area. 


At the annual meeting in October 2010, Nancy Rendall, Bill Carpenter and Amanda Stone 
resigned as directors. Doug Hill, Dave Roberts and Don Watson were re-elected to the Board of 
Directors and Lisa Morin was elected as a Director for a three year term. BRCC appreciates all 
the contributions that Nancy, Bill and Amanda made to the BRCC. 


During the year we continued our outreach efforts. BRCC sponsored two Belknap Range 
Geology talks by Jay Long author of Stepping Stones Across New Hampshire, a Geological Story 
of the Belknap Mountains. One of the talks was given on the summit of Mount Major on 
September 10, 2011 with over 50 people in attendance, including members of the Geological 
Society of New Hampshire and the New Hampshire State Geologist, Frederick Chorman. The 
other talk was given at the Gilman Library in Alton on October 25th. About 50 people attended 
that presentation. Other outreach efforts included presentations about the BRCC’s activities in 
the Belknaps to the Rotary clubs of Alton and Laconia and the Alton Seniors. 
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On Columbus Day weekend, the BRCC conducted another very successful outreach event at the 
Mount Major Parking lot. Directors and members greeted the throngs of hikers on a brisk and 
clear Saturday with information about conservation efforts in the Belknaps. It was estimated that 
over 1,300 hikers climbed Mount Major that day.

Brochures were made available at Town Meetings, at all Belknap County Conservation District 
(BCCD) public information sessions and in some trail kiosks. Information was also published in 
the SPNHF and LRCT newsletters. 


The website created last year (www.belknaprange.org) has been used to obtain information about 
BRCC activities. The e-mail address is info@belknaprange.org. The site has been revised and 
updated to be more comprehensive in supplying information to the public. Links to the Alton, 
Belmont, Gilford and Gilmanton websites have been established. 


During the year, working through the Society for the Protection of New Hampshire Forests and 
the Lakes Region Conservation Trust, landowners in the Belknaps were contacted to determine if 
they had interest in participating in land conservation efforts. These contacts are continuing. 


The buildings on Belknap Mountain, including the small garage at the top of the auto road, are 
considered very historical, and underwent various repairs during the summer. The state worked 
on a new Agreement with the local snowmobile club regarding winter use of the auto road and 
access to the lookout just beyond the garage. A new communications tower was finished 
Thanksgiving week. The old tower will be removed during the summer of 2012 as well as some 
of the buildings on the summit. 


The BRCC also continues working on updating the GIS maps for the Belknap Mountain Range.

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CHILD AND FAMILY SERVICES, LAKES REGION OFFICE 


Child and Family Services (CFS) welcomes the opportunity to report to the residents of 
Gilmanton on the services we provided to the community in the past year. Town support 
is critical to our being able to offer a wide range of services to children and their families 
without regard to income, especially in this past year when we faced significant cuts in 
services funded by the State of NH, or reimbursed through Medicaid as well as 
increased demand for our services. We strive to make all of the agency’s services 
affordable and accessible to families in need, especially those who lack insurance or 
whose co-pays are so high they are unable to utilize available resources. With your 
support, we were able to meet these challenges and preserve our sliding fee scale. 


Funding provided by the Town of Gilmanton supports a range of programs, making it 
possible for us to provide needed services to those least able to afford them. In the 
current economic climate, more individuals and families are struggling to keep afloat. 
Challenged by unemployment or working more than one low-paying job, being 
uninsured or underinsured, and facing higher levels of stress due to short finances, 
leads to emotional stress. This combination of unrelenting pressure and limited 
resources can lead to a cycle of coping difficulties, emotional outbursts or withdrawal, 
and chronic relationship conflicts that can interfere with positive decision-making, 
healthy actions and parenting. 


In 2011 we provided two weeks of residential summer camping for one child at Camp 
Spaulding, family counseling, adoption planning, deployment cycle coordination and 
adolescent substance abuse treatment services to Gilmanton residents, all at reduced 
costs. 


We continue to count on your help to be able to offer a full range of quality, professional 
services to children and their families who otherwise could not afford them. More 
families served by the Agency fell below the federal poverty level in 2011. 90% of our 
client families (versus 83% the previous year) are impoverished. CFS has the most 
accessible and balanced fee policy of any similar agency in the state. This is made 
possible by grants, such as those we receive by the town of Gilmanton and enables us 
to serve the most needy, vulnerable families without regard to income. Town support 
also makes it possible for us to secure a range of other charitable and public dollars that 
require local matching funds. 


Child and Family Services is New Hampshire's oldest charitable social service 
organization. We have been serving New Hampshire children and families for 162 
years. We are pleased to serve the families of Gilmanton through offices at 95 Water 
Street, Laconia, 841 Central Street, Franklin or through our Concord or Manchester 
offices and Camp Spaulding, in Penacook. For further information about any of these 
services please call (800) 640-6486 or visit our website at www.cfsnh.org.

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GILMANTON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Gilmanton Historical Society was founded in 1967. Its purposes include preserving 
and exhibiting artifacts, letters and printed materials pertinent to the history of the Town; 
presenting programs for members and the public on historical subjects relating to 
Gilmanton and New Hampshire; and encouraging interest in the history and development 
of the Town. The Society is a non-profit organization run by volunteers and funded by 
membership dues, donations, and proceeds from sales of books and other publications. 
Programs are presented on the 4" Tuesday of the month, from May through September. 


During 2011, members of the Society and volunteers worked on renovating the space 
vacated by the Gilmanton Police Department in lower level of the Old Town Hall in the 
Iron Works. When work is finished this spring, the Society’s museum will move from its 
present location in the basement of the Academy to this new spot. It is planned that 
regular hours will be established so that the public can see the wonderful collection of 
materials that are in the Historical Society’s collection. All programs during 2012 will 
also be held at the Old Town Hall so that the museum can be open prior to each program. 


A highlight of 2010 was a program on Gilmanton’s one room schools prepared by Pat 
Clarke. The same program was also presented on the afternoon of Old Home Day in the 
Smith Meeting House School. 


The 2012 season kicks off with a program entitled Susannah Johnson: An English 
Captive Among the Abenaki and French on May DI Cling programs planned are: 
Music in My Pockets: Family Fun in Folk Music on June 26"; The Grand Hotels of the 
White Mountains by Doug Towle on July 24"; The Other Side of the Midnight Ride: A 
Visit with Rachel Revere on August 28"; and Willing Sacrifice: Granite State Valor

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GILMANTON IRON WORKS LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


The Gilmanton Iron Works Library began as the Gilmanton Public Library in 1896. The 
commercial building where the Library was located was destroyed in the fire of 1915, but 
thankfully, many of the books were saved. Later in 1915 the Gilmanton Iron Works Library 
Association was incorporated, with the purpose of constructing and maintaining a separate 
building for the public library. With the help of many volunteers, the building was finished and 
the library opened to the public on August 11, 1917. The Gilmanton Iron Works Library was 
added to the National Register of Historic Places in 1989 under the category of architecture. It is 
described as “an attractive small library building, notable for its pleasing design and simple but 
effective ornament, and as the first public library building in Belknap County to use the Colonial 
Revival style.” 





The Library is operated by a small group of volunteers dedicated to providing library services 
and to preserving the building. The Association has privately raised money to assist with 
building maintenance projects. In the past few years a new roof was installed and repairs made 
to the building foundation. In 2011 excavation work was completed and new gutters installed to 
improve drainage and decrease moisture in the building. 


Throughout the years the Association has received financial assistance from the Town. This 
public support has helped the Library to continue operations and to pursue our primary mission 
of providing free library services and remaining an active member of the community. 


We thank the Town of Gilmanton for its ongoing support. We believe the Gilmanton Iron Works 
Library holds an important place in the history of Gilmanton, and we hope residents of the Town 
will continue to support our efforts. Please stop by — whether to check out a book, attend Story 
Hour, or admire the beautiful architecture inside the Library building.

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Gilmanton Land Trust 


Gilmanton’s Greatest Views — For Everyone, Forever! The Board of Directors of the 
Gilmanton Land Trust (GLT), in partnership with Five Rivers Conservation Trust (SRCT) and 
the Gilmanton Conservation Commission (GCC), has initiated a major project and campaign to 
conserve one of the most recognized special places in Gilmanton. Featured is the view of much 
of Gilmanton and the Belknap Mountains beyond, from a hayfield atop Frisky Hill. Also 
included are two hayfields along Route 107 overlooking Loon Pond with views of Mount 
Kearsarge and Ragged Mountain to the west. A parcel on Meetinghouse Road, with 1000+ feet 
of frontage on Meetinghouse Pond, includes another productive hayfield and a portion of 
snowmobile trail maintained by the Gilmanton Snowmobile Club. (This pond 1s the largest 
waterbody in Gilmanton to remain completely undeveloped.) The tract also has a unique 200V 
year old stone structure used for processing flax, the only one known to exist in the state! 
Finally, a hayfield on Loon Pond Road completes the package. All of the land belongs to 
George Twigg II, who will sell conservation easements to 5RCT, ensuring that the lands remain 
undeveloped. He’ll then donate the restricted property to the GLT for interim holding. He’s 
agreed to a price that’s only two-thirds of the land’s appraised value! Final ownership and 
management of these lands, once restricted, will be in the hands of private parties and possibly 
the GCC. 

Thanks to generous individuals, GLT has raised approximately $200,000 to date in private 
support. The federal Farm and Ranchland Protection Program has awarded a $532,000 grant 
towards SRCT’s purchase of the conservation easements. Fundraising will continue during the 
rest of this year, when town residents will receive more detailed information. 


Other Land Conservation Projects. GLT continues to work towards conservation of other 
important lands , including those formerly owned by the Barraclough family on Crystal Lake. 


Easement Monitoring. Five Rivers Conservation Trust (a regional land trust working in the 
central NH area) holds conservation easements on six parcels in Gilmanton. Every year the 
Trust must monitor each of the parcels on which it holds easements, in order to assure that the 
terms and purposes of the easement are being complied with. 


Members of the Gilmanton Land Trust have worked with Five Rivers to help monitor properties 
on which they hold easements in Town. These include properties owned by Michael and Muriel 
Robinette, Sarah Thorne and Tom Howe, Frank Scherkenbach and Kimberly McGovern 
(formerly Perkins), Peter and Carolyn Baldwin and two parcels held by the Conservation 
Commission for the Town of Gilmanton. 


Assistance to Gilmanton Conservation Commission. Board member Tom Howe assisted the 
Conservation Commission in transactions resulting in gifts of conservation easements to the 
Commission by Paula Gilman (50 ac., Old Stage Rd.) and Anne and Andy Bartlett (155 ac., 
Griffin & Lougee Rds.)

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Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste Collection 
2011 Annual Report 


The 2011 Lakes Region Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) Collections were conducted in 
a safe and efficient manner on July 30, 2011 and August 6, 2011 at eight different locations. 
The event was coordinated by the Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC). 1,690 
households participated in this annual collection; overall this represents 4.5'% of the 
households in the twenty-four Lakes Region communities that participated in this year’s 
HHW Collection. The percentage of households participating from individual communities 
ranged from less than 2% to more than 13%. 


Nearly 17,000 gallons of HHW and more than 40,000 feet of fluorescent bulbs as well as 
more than 2,000 compact fluorescent bulbs (CFLs) were disposed of properly. Oil-based 
paint products continue to comprise more than half our costs of disposal. Residents are 
encouraged to use latex paint when possible, for it is not considered a hazardous material in 
New Hampshire and any residue can be dried out and disposed of in the household trash. 


One third of those attending this year’s collections had never attended an HHW collection in 
New Hampshire. Many volunteers and municipal staff assisted in publicizing and staffing the 
collection sites; their efforts are greatly appreciated. This year we distributed 1,500 handy 
Flipbooks with tips and recipes for Alternatives to Household Hazardous Waste. 


The estimated cost for this collection which helps protect our region’s water quality was 
$2.13 per Lakes Region household. The appropriation for each community participating in 
the 2012 collection will remain the same as this past year. The next Household Hazardous 
Waste Collections will be held July 28, 2012 and August 4, 2012. All residents and property 
owners in participating communities are encouraged to take this opportunity to safely 
dispose of your household hazardous products. For more information, check with your local

The Lakes Region continues to grow and evolve. As our economy and world change, so does the work we are engaged in. 
The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization established according to state law to provide area 
communities and the region with the capacity to respond to and shape the pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a 
service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide 
range of planning services to member municipalities. The Commission offers direct and support services including technical 
assistance, geographic information systems, transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazard planning and 
economic development. Local, state, and federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular dialogue 
with state agencies as a resource for the entire Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and 
leadership to the governments, businesses, and citizens of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the services provided in the past fiscal year are as follows: 


LOCAL SERVICES: 


e Completed a draft update to the town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan; a final version will be completed within the next 
year. Completed and delivered edits to the Gilmanton Sand & Gravel Aquifer Overlay map. 

e Completed a Smart Growth Assessment (SGA) for the town in cooperation with NH Audubon, with support from 
the Samuel P. Pardoe Foundation. 

e Responded daily to requests for land use, transportation, environmental, and other information and guidance. 

e Prepared master plans, hazard mitigation plans, capital improvement programs, local emergency operations plans, 
zoning ordinances, subdivision regulations, and related services for several communities. 

e@ = Maintained circuit rider planning services for municipalities interested in assistance with development proposals. 

e Received funding from the Pardoe Foundation to conduct Smart Growth Audits (SGA) for selected communities. 

Provided copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulations to the town at considerable savings.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Gilmanton in the County of Belknap in 
said state, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Gilmanton Academy in said Gilmanton on 
Tuesday, the Thirteenth day of March 2012, next at 7:00 of the clock in the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


ARTICLE #1: To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. Polls are 
open 7am to 7pm. 


ARTICLE #2: Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 40:13 (known as SB2) to allow 
official ballot voting on all issues before the Town of Gilmanton on the second Tuesday 
of March. (By Petition)(3/5 majority vote required) 


ARTICLE #3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by the 
Gilmanton Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amend Article IV 
Table 1, Zoning District Regulations, Wireless Telecommunications Facilities, by 
replacing the existing requirement to obtain a Special Exception for this use in the 
Village, Rural, Conservation and Residential Lake Districts with the requirement to 
obtain Conditional Use Permit. In addition, amend Article III paragraph K., Personal 
Wireless Communications Facilities by replacing all references to Special Exceptions and 
its administration by the Board of Adjustment and replace them with a Conditional Use 
Permit process administered by the Planning Board. (Planning Board recommends 
adoption of this article.) 


ARTICLE #4: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 as proposed by the 
Gilmanton Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amend Article IV 
A & Table 1, Zoning District Regulations relative to the following uses: Childcare 
Facility, Cottage Industry, Dwelling, Multi-family (New construction and interior 
alterations), Dwelling Two-Family, Offices (2,000 sq. ft. or less), Retail Business, 
Service Business & Article X Additional Special Exception Criteria — Cottage Industry 
by deleting all references to the requirement of Special Exception for specific uses 
administered by the Board of Adjustment and replace them with the requirement of a 
Conditional Use Permit requirement administered by the Planning Board. In addition, 
amend Zoning Ordinance to add the following new Article XVII: Conditional Use Permit 
Criteria: The Planning Board may, in appropriate cases, and subject to safeguards as 
determined by the Planning Board, grant a Conditional Use Permit per RSA 674:21 for a 
land use in accordance with Article IV, Table 1. The Planning Board, in acting on an 
application, shall take into consideration the following conditions: each proposed use is 
consistent with the adopted Master Plan; the specific site is in an appropriate location and 
of adequate size for the use; the use, as developed, will not adversely affect the character 
of the area in which the proposed use will be located; there will be no nuisance or serious 
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hazard to vehicles or pedestrians; the use will not place excessive or undue burden on the 
Town services and facilities; and there would be no significant effect resulting from such 
use upon the public health, safety, and general welfare of the neighborhood in which the 
use would be located. (Planning Board recommends adoption of this article.) 


ARTICLE #5: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #3 as proposed by the 
Gilmanton Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amend Article 
IX, Board of Adjustment, by adding the following new Section: Septic System Plans. The 
Board of Adjustment shall not require submission of a septic system plan/design (whether 
or not approved by the State of New Hampshire) as a condition to filing an application 
for a variance or special exception. (Planning Board recommends adoption of this 
article.) 


ARTICLE #6: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #4 as proposed by the 
Gilmanton Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amend Article 
III, General Provisions Applicable to All Districts, by adding a new section, to read as 
follows: NUMBER OF RESIDENTIAL UNITS WHICH MAY BE CONSTRUCTED 
ON A LOT — Only one single family dwelling unit, or one 2-family dwelling unit, may 
be constructed on a single lot, except that, a greater number of dwelling units may be 
allowed as determined by a Conditional Use Permit under the provisions of this 
Ordinance relating to multi-family and /or condominium. (Planning Board recommends 
adoption of this article.) 


ARTICLE #7: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #5 as proposed by the 
Gilmanton Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amend Article 
III, General Provisions Applicable to all Districts, by adding a new Section, Steep Slope 
Protection. (Planning Board recommends adoption of this article.) 


ARTICLE #8: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #6 as proposed by the 
Gilmanton Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amend Article IV 
Table 1, Zoning District Regulations, by replacing the term Church/Community Building 
with the term House of Worship/Community Building. (Planning Board recommends 
adoption of this article.) 


ARTICLE #9: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #7 as proposed by the 
Gilmanton Planning Board for the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: Amend Article 
XVI Definitions, by adding the following new term — Kennel: A commercial or non- 
profit establishment in which dogs and other domesticated animals are bred, boarded (day 
or overnight), trained and/or sold. In addition, amend Article [IV Zoning District 
Regulations, Table 1, by adding the following new use, Kennel broken down by District 
as follows: Village — Not Permitted, Rural — Conditional Use Permits, Conservation — 
Conditional Use Permit, Limited Business — Conditional Use Permit, Business — 
Conditional Use Permit and Residential Lake — Not Permitted. (Planning Board 
recommends adoption of this article.) 
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The following articles will be acted upon at the Gilmanton School on Saturday, 
March 17, 2012 at 10:00 am. 


ARTICLE #10: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to enter into a 
five year lease/purchase agreement for a new ambulance with a total cost of $197,045.65 
to be paid in 5 annual lease payments of $39,408.93 beginning in September, 2012, with 
a $1 buy out at the end of the lease; and to raise and appropriate $39,408.93 for the first 
annual payment with that appropriation to be funded by authorizing the Selectmen to 
withdraw that amount from the Ambulance Capital Reserve Fund. (2/3 vote required) 
(Board of Selectmen Recommend $39,408.93) (Budget Committee Recommend 
$39,408.93) 


ARTICLE #11: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to institute 
Mandatory Recycling for the Town of Gilmanton and to set rules and regulations in place 
to institute such a program. 


ARTICLE #12: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to establish, 
implement and administer a mandatory Pay-by-Bag (Pay-as-You-Throw) system for the 
disposal of trash with the revenue generated used to offset the cost of solid waste disposal 
and reduce the tax rate accordingly. Material recycled will not be subject to the Pay-by- 
Bag fee. 


ARTICLE #13: Shall the Town of Gilmanton adopt the provisions of RSA 31:95-h to 
restrict 100% of the revenues from the income generated by the Recycling Facility for the 
purpose of offsetting the cost of running the Recycling Facility. Such revenues and 
expenditures shall be accounted for in a special revenue fund to be known as the 
Recycling Revolving Fund, separate from the general fund. Any surplus in said fund shall 
not be deemed part of the general fund accumulated surplus and shall be expended only 
after a vote by the legislative body to appropriate a specific amount from said fund for a 
specific purpose related to the purpose of the fund or source of the revenue. 
(Recommended by Selectmen) (Not Recommended by Budget Committee)

Replace Forestry 1 Capital Reserve to Forestry Vehicles Replacement Capital Reserve 
Fund. And to appoint the Selectmen as agents to expend from that fund.
